EXPLOSION KILLS 9, 
23 10 30 MAY DIE; 
SCORE OF MISSING 


Blast Tears Buffalo Elevator 
Apart and Hurls Men Through 
the Air to Their Doom. 


INJURED LIST NUMBERS 62 


Engineer Crushed to Death Passing 
Plant; Another Train Barely 
Escapes. 


HEROIC RESCUES ARE NUMEROUS 


Buffalo, N. Y., Juné 24.—[Special.]J—From 
twenty-five to thirty lives will be the toll of 
the explosion which late this afternoon 
wrecked the mill and elevator of the Husted 
Milling company, at South Buffalo. 

Ifve bodies have thus far been recovered 
and there are sixty-two injured in the vari- 
ous hospitals scattered through the city. Doc- 
tors estimate that at least twenty-five of 
these will! die, 

The last body to be found waa discovered 
about midnight in the railroad yards, 300 
feet from the building, where it had been 
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blown by the force of the explosion. The |- 
body is in the morgue unidentified. 


Search When Day Comes, 

There are some employés not yet accounted 
for and be found in the 
ruins when daylight shall permit a search. 

The explosion is 
caused by spontaneous combustion in the big 
pit There was no 
warning. 

With a roar that could be heardand felt for 
a mile the entire north side of the big plant 
was blown out. A second later flames burst 
from parts, followed in two minutes by 
another explosion even more violent than 
the first. 

Tiere Were 170 men at work in the factory 
at the time and all except about twenty Sua 
have been accounted for. Whether they es- 
capec or whether their bodies lie at the bot- 
tom of the great mass of smoldering débris 
remains to be learned. | 

Body Hurled 500 Feet. 

One body, that of Michael King, was blown 
through the side of the building and hurled 
against a house 500 feet away. Henry Vet- 
ter, a foreman, met a like fate. John Con- 
roy, a Nickel Plate engineer, was crushed 
to death in the cab of his engine as he was 
passing the plant. An unidentified boy was 
killed in the wild scramble that followed 
the first alarm from the plant. 

Within a few minutes a ‘general alarm of 
the fire had been turned in and every bit 
of apparatus in the cit¥ was being rushed 
to the scene. With the abrival of the first 
firemen the work of rescue began. Dozens 
of terribly burned men were carried out and

Women Seek for Relatives. 

The majority of the men employed in the 
mill live im the locality. When the flames 
burst from the windows there was a rush of 
women to the scene, and police had a hard 
battle to keep the grief stricken relatives 
back. 

Forty of the injured men were carried to 
St. Stephen's church near by, where Father 
Barett and his assistants performed the last 
rites for twenty-five who were seen to be 
fatally injured. E 

Some of the men had eyes burned out, 
others lost limbs, and many were so badly 
burned that the flesh dropped from their 
bones. Many firemen and policemen D®aved 
death not once but a dozen times to carry 
uncenscious victims from the flames that 
were sweeping through the great plant. 

In the darkness it was impossible to lo- 
cate the bodies In the smoldering ruins of the 
plant, and in the hospitals are many who 
cannot survive more than a few hours. ‘The 
plant was destroyed with a loss of about 


$500, 000.

SOCIALIST IDEAS MENACE 


‘(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

BERLIN, June 24.—Under the caption, “A 
New Danger,” the National Gazette this 
evening devotes a column editorial to a se- 
vere attack on President Wilson on account! 
of bis address to congress yesterday on cur- 
rency reform. 

It says the dispatches should wake up Ger- 
many to the fact that while Europe ts quar- 
reling over the Balkans as if the fate of the 
world depended thereon, the chogen leader 
of the young glant nation, which lets its 
power be felt everywhere anc has already 
more than once Gictated the industrial fate 
of Europe, swings in his mighty hand a 
bludgeon against the established order of 
things upon which still rests the feeling of 
security in the present confusing uneasiness 
of these times of crisis. 

The paper characterizes President Wilson’s 
address as a demagogic message and a 
fanatical attack om the concentration of 
capital. 

Wilson “Professional Socialist.” 

‘“* As if it were not sufficient for Col. Roose- 
velt to have resorted to demogogy,”’ it con- 
tinues, “it turns out that President Wilson 
is a professional Socialist, and an American 
edition at that, which augurs nothing good. 

“President Wilson is not an intellectual 
giant. He will break no new road for silence, 
not ever a small path, yet fate has placed in 
his hand a power which no professor or no 
professorial Socialist ever had. Nowhere 
else is there such a personal régime govern- 
ment as in the United States. 

“ With a full realization of his power, Pres- 
ident Wilson has determined to carry out 
his fantastical ideas. No one but a proféssor 
would venture on so hazardous a step. In 
Washingtom ‘there is the rare spectacle of a 
professor ywaacing the entire people into a 
retort to experiment for the weal or woe 
of one of the most powerful nations of the 
world. The @enger would not beso great 
if the Unitc@ States alone were concerned. 
Unfortunately, however, there is much more 
at stake than the future of the United States, 
Germany's most powerful competitor.” 


PLAN CHANGES IN MEASURE. 

Washington, D. C., June 24.—The adminis- 
tration currency bill is to undergo some im- 
portant changes before it is pushed for action 
in either house or senate, although the meas- 
ure will be introduced in both houses vir- 
tually in the same form in which it was re- 
cently made public by Representative Glase. 

The provision for the retirement of national 
bank notes and the refunding of 2 per cent 
government bonas with a 3 per cent issue is 
to be put back into the measure later, it is 
understood, with the consent of the admin- 
istration. This provision wae In the bill be- 
for the final conferences at the White House, 
but was taken out because of the opposition 
of Secretary Bryan and others. 

Much of the criticism against the measure 
among members of both houses, since its 
terms became public, has been directed at 
the proposal to create a new kind of paper 
currency without withdrawing the national 
bank notes or providing against a deprecia- 
tion in value of the 2 per cent government 
bonds that secure these notes. It is eaid this 
objection has become so strong as to con- 
vince administration leaders the provision

PRESIDENT ORDERS 


IMMEDIATE TRIAL 
IN M'NAB AFFAIR 


Heney Among Those Who Are 
Discussed as Special Pros- 
ecutors In the Case, 


KTELLS CAUSE OF DELAY 


Secretary Wilson’s Letter Shows He 
Asked McReynolds to Post- 
pone Action. 


REBUKE FOR MAN WHO RESIGNED

Washington, D. C., June %.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson took summary action to- 
night to squelch the scandal developing in 
the Caminetti affair. 

The president accepted the resignation of 
District Attorney McNab of San Francisco, 
who announced he retired as a result of 
the action of Attorney General McReynolds 
in postponing the trial of Drew Caminetti 
and Maury Diggs on white slave charges and 
because he disapproved of delay in the prose- 
cution of the Western Fuel company officers.

Ine 
letter the president absolved Attormey 
McReynolds of all blame and accepted the 
suggestion of an immediate trial by a special 
prosecutor, 

There is ground for stating, however, that 
this suggestion criginaved with the president 
in the cabinet meeting discussion. 


Secretary Wilson Asked Delay. 

Late this evening the White House made 
public the correspodence which gives a his- 
tory to the steps taken to bring about a 
postponement of the prosecution tn these two 
cases 

There Is a letter written today by Secretary 
of Labor Wilson to Attorney General Mo- 
Reynolds refreshing the recollection of the 
latter as to the request for a postponement 
of the proseoution of the son of A. Caminetté, 
commissioner general of immigration. Seo- 
retary Wilson said he was loath to permit 
Commissioner Caminetti to go to San Fran- 


cisco for the trial of his son because the : 


new department of labor was “in a forma- 
tive stage,” and the commissioner was 
needed in organizing the work. 

The secretary says that when Caminetti 
pressed him for leave to go he suggested a 
postponement of the trial till autumn. By 
that time he thought the new commissioner 
would be eufficiently acquainted wth his 
duties to be able to investigate immigration 
problems on the pacific coast before return- 
ing from his son's trial. 

Secretary Wilson says he therefore tele- 
phoned the attorney general requesting the 
postponement of the trial in order to accom- 
modate the work of the department of labor.

Gives History of Case. 

Then there is a letter written today by the 
attorney general to the president giving a 
history of the case. It includes a report 
telling how young Caminetti and Diggs de- 
serted their wives and children and eloped 
to Reno witha couple of high school girls, hew 
they were discovered, arrested for violation 
of the Mann act, and brought back to Sap 
Francisco. 

The reply of the president, while seeming 
to uphold the attorney general and clear his 
skirts of any smirch, is in fact a repudiation 
of the course of Mr. McReynolds. The letter 
ia in substance an inetruction to the attorney 
general to withdraw the order he gave fore 
postponement of the Caminetti case. 

The message from President Wilson to Mr. 
McNab read:

Told McNab to Proceed. 

In his letter to the president Attorney Gen-. 
eral McReynolds recited the history of the 
two cases. He says that when McNab ad- 
vised him on May zi that the Caminetti case 
should be prosecuted with vigor and added 
that improper influences might be at work, he 
(the attorney general) replied by wire: 

“TI think the proper course is for you to 
get the cases and proceed with them as you 
have planned, and you are so directed.” 

Continuing, the attorney general said: 

“T had no occasion to give the matter any 
further special consideration for some three 
weeks—June 18—when Secretary Wilson tel- 
ephoned to me and told me of the embarrass- 
ment in which he was placed by the request 
from the elder Caminetti, father of one of the 
defendants, for leave of absence to attend 
the trial of his son. The elder Caminetti, as 
you know, is the newly appointed commis- 
sioner of immigration. The secretary ex- 
plained the exigencies of his department, 
which .he thought imperatively required the 
presence here of the commissioner. He has 
written me a letter stating his recollection 
of the circumstances, and I herewith in- 
close it. 


Gives Instruction to Wait. 

“Impressed by Secretary Wilson's state- 
ment of his embarrassment and desiring, of 
course, if possible, to relieve him, without 
stopping to go through the files and so re- 
fresh my recollection concerning any partic- 
ular circumstances of the case, I sent the 
United States attorney the following tele- 
gram: 

The secretary of labor advises it ic a matter of 
public importance that Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion Caminetti remain at his post here. I do not 


now wish government to be in position of insisting : 


wpon trial of young Camihetti and Diggs, charged 
with violating white slave law during enforced 
absence of the father, who is performing necessary 
public duties. In view of all facts you are in- 
structed to postpone trial of these cases until the 
autumn. ° 

“The postponement of a criminal case, sé 
recently instituted as this was, is not an un- 
usual proceeding; and it did not occur to me 
that any malign motive would be attributed 
to me. If I had anticipated that any fair 
minded man, knowing the facts, would place 
such a construction upon this ordinary act, I 
would have been scrupulously careful to 
@void it. It is essential, not only that the 
administration of justice shall be free from 
partiality or improper infiuence, but that 
even the appearance of such things should be 
avoided. 
takes, but Iam profoundly conscious that my 
actions are free from unworthy motives.” 


Plea for Special Counsel. 

After urging that McNab's resignation 
should be accepted, Mr. McReynolds con- 
tinued: 

“I therefore suggest an immediate con- 
ference between us for the purpose of select- 
ing some counsel whose ability, character, 
and reputation are so high as \to insure the 
proper conduct of the case, and that he be 
put in immediate charge, with instructions 
promptly and vigorously to prosecute it to a 
conclusion.” 

The attorney general also explained in de 
tail the course of the department of justice in 
ordering the postponement of the trials of 
Sidney V. Smith and Robert Bruce, two of 
the five directors of the Western Fuel com- 
pany indicted for alleged coal drawback 
frauds. He said the first time he gave per- 
sonal considergtion to this case was on April 
80, when he réceived a “letter from Secre- 
tary Lane, in which he inclosed one from 
Sidney V. Smith, a defendant, without recom- 
mendation.”’ 

‘“‘Mr. Smith’s letter sought to. show that 
the things .complained of were done by 
others,’”” said Mr. McReynolds, ‘“‘that al- 
though he was a director he was not a par- 
ticipant in any criminal act, and that the case 
should be dismissed as to him. 

“I sent a copy of the Smith letter to District 
Attorney McNab with a request for his views. 
On May 20 he replied, giving a review of the 
evidence, and expressing the view that all 
five of thé defendants should be prosecuted. 
I thereupon advised the district attorney of 
my concurrence in his conclusion, and direct- 
ec’ him to proceed. 


Decision Made by Harr. 

“ Thereafter, as I recall, Mr. Pringle, a San 
Francisco lawyer, representing either Smith 
or Bruce, or both, came to see me. I turned 
him over to Assistant Attorney General Harr 
with instructions to give the matter particular 
and careful attention. After considering all 
the facts Mr. Harr finally concluded that the 
just solution of the situation was, first, to 
prosecute the three, who were both directors 
and officers of the company, and that the 
case against the other two should be deferred 
until he could examine the evidence presented 
ané determine the propriety of further pno- 
Geedings. He reported this conclusion to me. 
I though it right, and tn pursuance of our 
understanding he sent the district attorney 
the following telegram:

CITY COURT BILL 


Governor to Base Action on 
Opinion Submitted by 
Attorney General. 


BLOW TO LOCAL JURISTS. 


Lucey Holds Power to Abolish 
Grand Juries Is Contrary 
to Constitution. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT: ] 

Springfield, ll., June 24.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne tonight indicated his determination 
to veto the Municipal courts bill—one of the 
big constructive acts of the legislative ses- 
sion. His action is predicated upon an opin- 
ion from Attorney General Lucey that the 
bill is unconstitutional. 

The bill, with the attorney general's opin- 
fon, was filed with the governor this after- 
noon. Opportunity will be offered for proper 
representations in behalf of the measure, 
but it is a certainty that the formal disap- 
proval of the executive wil follow. 


Measure Up to Governor. 

In substance this covers the situation with 
the 150 measures which await executive ac- 
tion: 

Veto of the Municipal courts bill may be 
expected tomorrow. 

The governor has set 11 o'clock tomor- 
row morning for hearing upon the public 
utilities bill, which has not been pre- 
sented to him, the hearing having been 
demanded by Mayor Harrison and the city 
council. 

The governor signed the Univedsity of 
Illinois general appropriation bill, carry- 
ing $4,500,000, In this lump sum is the 
item for taking over and support of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Chicago by the university authorities. 

Gov. Dunne’s position toward the Munici- 
/al courts bill was made known tonight when 
he made public the Lucey opinion concern- 
ing it. 

The opinion of the attorney genera! on the 
Municipal courts bili contains comment 
which says: 

“The provisions [sections 2 and 56] do not 
purport to abolish the grand jury in all cases, 
but their effect is to give the Municipal court 
of Chicago discretionary powers to abolish 
the grand jury in criminal prosecutions in 
that court, other than those for treason and 
murder. In my opinion, the act is, in this 
respect. clearly unconstitutional. 


Interprets Present Court Act. 

“ The power given the legislature with re- 
spect to the grand jury is to abolish it by 
law ‘in all cases’ to authorize prosecutions 
of some felonies by information in a particu- 
lar court, and at the samie time to require 
them to be prosecuted by indictmé@nt in all 
other courts and to single out treason and 
murder as cases which must be prosecuted 
by indictment in ali courts, is not to abolish 
the grand jury ‘in all cases" but is to ignore 
it in some cases prosecuted in a particular 
court. 

“ For this reason the act is, in this respect, 
unconstitutional. There is one objection to 
it and that is that it gives any judge of the 
Municipal court of Chicago power, in appli- 
cation of any person, to put any person 
charged with hating committed a felony in 
the city of Chicago, on his trial, without 
the benefit of any preliminary examination, 
and without any investigation by, or con- 
sultation with, the attorney general or 
state’s attorney. No such power should be 
given to any court or any judge. 

“There are a number of other provisions 
of this act, which are of doubtful constitu- 


‘tionality, but I do not aeem it necessary to 


call your attention to them.”

CHICAGO JURISTS SURPRISED,

J. Kent Greene, legal assistant to Chief 
Justice Harry Oleon, and who assisted inthe 
drafting of the measure, said he could not 
understand how the attorney general could 
give an opinion that the bill was unconsti- 
tutional.

Not Worried About Legality. 

Reports that the constitutionality of the 
suffrage bill would be attacked in case the 
governor signed brought little fear to the 
suffrage leaders. 

“We expected that,” said Miss Margaret 
Dobyn, at suffrage headquarters. 

At the last meeting of the board of direc- 
tors on the Saturday morning that Mrs, 
Grace W. Trout, state president, wes in Chi- 
cago, the board looked forward to attacks 
on the bill. It empowered Mrs. Trout and 
Mrs. Sherman Booth, legislative superin- 
tendent, to employ whatever legal talent 
they saw fit to fight any attack on the con- 
stitutionality.

It all happened yesterday at the medical 
and physical examinations for second grade 
police sergeant, and tomorrow it is expected 
will see the last of the 2,000 policemen who 
have announced their intention to take the 
tests. The examinations have been going on 
for some time in the civil service examining 
rooms in the city hall, and classes of more 
than 100 have been taken care of daily. 


New Rank in Department. 

The second grade sergeant is a new rank 
and was created for the reorganization of the 
police department. All policemen in citizens’ 
dress who have not attained the rank of de- 
tective sergeant will be known hereafter as 
second grade sergeants. 

More than 100 of the old time ! “ fly cops’ 
in the forty-five stations all over Chicago 
will fail to pass the examination, it is said. 
Many of them failed to meet the require- 
ments of the physica! test. Many of them are 
too big waisted to become active. 

Some of them who have held “ soft berths” 
in the department for fifteen or twenty 
years once more will have to don “ brass 
buttons " and swing the hickory club. Many 
who failed in the medical test realize their 
days as ‘“‘fiy cops” are numbered, and it is 
expected wholesale resignations will follow. 
There are at least 500 plain clothes men in 
the department, and while some of them 
won promotion, scores were enabled to make 
the position because of political ** pull.’ 


Threaten to Quit. 

“JT haven't worn a uniform in twenty 
years,”’ said one policeman in a west side 
station, ‘“‘and I'm not going to start now. I 
have done good work and never have been be- 
fore the trial board, but old age says I'm not 
fit to stand the hard physical test that even 
set some of the young fellows guessing. I'!! 
quit just as soon as the order telling me to 
report in uniform reaches my station. I 
know a dogen other good plain clothes men 
who feel just as I do. It doesn't seem fair.” 

“I started in training weeks ago,’ ex- 
claimed a veteran of the Harrison street sta- 
tion,” but ft was no use. I couldn't do them 
fool stunts. What has that got to do with 
catching thieves and crooks and murderers? 
I've worked under a number of police chiefs 
and have been commended several! times, but 
my girth ts too big, and so after all these 
years of sieuthing !t's me for the old hickory 
again along with the braid.

W. G. Beale Makes Offer of 
Twenty Years Average 
Return to City. 


ALDERMEN DELAY ACTION 


Ald. Lipps Objects When Told : 


Corporation Expects to Real 
ize 7 Per Cent. 


Chicago was offered an average return of 
4 per cent for twenty years yesterday for 
the use of a system of downtown subways 
to be built by the city. The offer was made 
by Attorney W. G@. Beale for the elevated 
railroad companies, but it did not meet with 
favor from the subcommittee of the local 
transportation committee. 

Mr. Beale, after presenting his offer, said 
a larger percentage could not be offered 
because the railroad companies are con- 
templating the expenditure of $58,000,000 
within the next twenty years. Of this sum 
$24,000,000 is to be spent within ten years, 
according to Mr. Beale—$10,000,000 for the 
third and fourth tracking, and $11,000,000 for 
additional cars and other improvements. 


Build Out of Traction Fund. 

The city engineers estimated the subway 
would cost at least $17,000,000, and it is 
contemplated building it out of the traction 
fund. 

Ald. Lipps led the opposition to the 4 per 
cent offer holding there was too great a 
disparity between the company’s and the 
city’s revenue. Under close questioning Mr. 
Beale admitted the elevated companies ex- 
pected to realize about 7 per» cent. | 

The question was referred to the city 
engineers to take up with the representa- 
tives of the companies and report at next 
Thursday's meeting. 


Insull and Beale Asked to Explain. 

Samuel Insull and Attorney Beale, repre- 
senting the Commonwealth Edison company, 
will be given a chance to explain to the coun- 
cil committee on gas, ofl, and electric light to- 
morrow why the books of the company were 
destroyed just after the council! had ordered 
an investigation with a wew of fixing new 
rates. 

Minutes of a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the company on March 7, 1911, at 
which the destroying of the books Was au- 
thorized, were read to the council committee 
yesterday by Charles B. Willard of the city 
controller’s office. 

City Electrician Palmer was closely ques- 
tioned by Ald. Merriam. 

‘Could you reach your conclusions as to 
a proper appraisal of the plant without the 
books?” he asked.

Points to Dates. 

Ald. Merriam called attention to the coin- 
cidence in the dates of the ordering of the 
investigation and the destroying of the books 
of the company. 

“In January, 1911," he said, “the city 
council made an appropriation for the in- 
vestigation of electric lighting rates. Then 
in March the books are destroyed with the 
advice of Isham, Lincoln & Beale attorneys 
for the company. Mr. Beale says this is an 
unimportant matter. In reality it is ex- 
tremely important. It may mean millions 
of dollars in increased capitalization. This

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THE M’NAB CHARGES. 

The charges against Attorney General 
McReynolds do not give President Wilson 
& Ballinger case, but the one president 
has the misfortunes of the other to 
whisper good counsel. Candor is safe 
policy na matter if it exposes the admin- 
fetration to the attacks of the opposition.

RECOGNIZE GOOD SERVICE. 

The First cavalry, Illinois National 
guard, is one of the most deserving regi- 
ments in the organized militia of the coun- 
try. Officers and men work hard for effi- 
ciency. and their service is patriotic and un- 
paid. 

In return for this service Illinois has 
housed them in a fire trap until the loca! 
authorities have intervened in behalf of 
the public safety. To provide quarters 
for the regiment the assembly appro- 
priated $225,000 for a new armory, a 
reasonable sum considering the cost of city 
improvements, and this appropriation is 
now on the governor's table. 

Specific items may be vetoed by the execu- 
tive, and the size of the total appropriations 
of this session will induce him to apply the 
blue pencil. It should not reach the First

Our system of national defense relies 
chiefly upon the organized militia, but we 
eannot expect men to give up time and ef- 
fort to the service unless that service is de- 
cently appreciated.

4 A VETO NEEDED. 

Gov. Dunne may be tempted, against the 
‘warnings of his own experience and judg- 
ment, to sign the public utilities bill, as an 
act establishing a needed and desirable feg- 
ulation of utilities, even if with the imper- 
fection of denying home rule. 

It is necessary to show to him that the 
imperfection may negative all the virtues 
of the act, and certainly this is the case. 
Since the scandalous operations of street 
car men in, the assembly and until this ses- 
sion the legislature has been increasing, 
wisely, the authority of Chicago to regu- 
late its utilities, 

The principle that a city should have 
the power to control public service not only 
‘has been demanded by Chicago but has 
been accepted by the legislature. The first 
efforts were to extend this authority to all 
the cities of the state, but the influence of 
utility men with representatives from dis- 
tricts outside of Cook céunty was so great 
that the smaller cities were exempted from 
the grants of authority given Chicago. 

The fact that a distinction has been made 
between the biggest city and the smaller 
etities is explainable thus, Whether it were 
_ ‘vise or not for every village and town in 
Gllinois.to have control of rate making and 
eervice, it was the downstate utility men 
and the downstate legislators who made the 
Wistinction between Chicago and the other 
* ities. 

The utilities bill providing for two com- 
missions gave the state outside of Chicago 
a means of regulation which would be bet- 
ter than could be used by any one city and 
jt. confirmed Chicago in its established right 
of home rule. The distinction had been 
made before. The bill would have taken 
nothing from the smaller cities and it would 
have taken nothing from Chicago. 

The public utility interests undoubtedly 
want one commission. The action of the 
legislature is an indication of that desire, 
and the fact that the corporations want it 
is a further indication that it means less 
effective regulation. Their first desire is 
for no regulation; their second for as little 
as possible. 

If the smaller cities were well advised as 
to their needs they would join Chicago in 
Ssking for the veto of a bill whith ignores 
sound prihciples heretofore recognized in 
all utility legislation in this state. They 

_ Would insist that they be given a commis- 
sion not involyed in the seemingly endless 
controversy over Chicago utilities. 

All the experience which Mr. Dunne had 
as Mayor must advise him against the sign- 
ing of this bill. His veto will postpone but 
it wil) not prevent the creation of satisfac- 
tory commissions, His name to this bill 
will establish an injurious, ineffective metli-

“4 PLATTER OF BUNK.” 

The tactics adopted by Ald. Geiger and 
| his allies, seemingly approved by the mayor, 
in attempting to precipitate acceptance of 
the Pennsylvania terminal plans without 
thorough consideration of the whole prob- 
lem are unwise. They do more to discredit 
the Pennsylvania plans than all the criti- 
cism of its opponents. 

But these tactics should not be permitted 
to discredit the Pennsylvania plans, which 
may be the best of those offered. On the 
other hand, they should not be permitted to 
_ thrust those plans down the throat of the 

city. . 

The one unchallengeable, the one and 
Only certain fact in the whole situation, is 
that the city and its representative, the 
council, are not yet in any position to make 
a decision. 4 

For this reason the tactics of Ald. Geiger 
and the supporters of the Pennsylvania 
plans are without shadow of excuse. 

Mayor Harrison’s journalistic ally quotes 
him as saying that some of the Twelfth 
street terminal plans remind him of “a big 
platter of bunk,” There is no greater ex- 
pert in bunk than Mr. Harrison, but neither 
Mayor Harrison nor Ald. Geiger nor any of 
the mayor's official family are experts on the 
terminal question. 

‘Ihe assumption that the mayor's subway 
commission is a proper or safe adviser and 
protector of the| tremendous interests of the 
city is the largest “‘ platter of bunk” even 
the mayor and his allies have presented to 
this community, The notion that Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton, fencing with his 
former partner, Redfield, offers any ad- 
equate legal protection for the city is more 
bunk, | | 

But, conceding all concerned to be free 
from bias or interest, the fact remains that 
no Onein the city hall, from the mayor down, 
is sufficiently informed at this time to judge 
for or against) the Pennsylvania or any 
other of the soliitions proposed. 

The article of Mr. Stevens, published in 
Tue Trisune, is not conclusive for the 
Pennsylvania plans or against them, end 
fails to take up several important phases 
of the local problem. 

It does emphasize, however, certain fac- 
tors of a proper solution which the mayor, 
Ald, Geiger, and other quick ‘fire supporters 
of the Pennsylyania are ignoring complete- 
ly in their enthusiasm. One of these is the 
necessity of electrification. Another the 
question of subways and interstation con- 
nections. 

Furthermore, Mr. Stevens’ article em- 
phasizes, by implication and through the 
points he makes, what Tuy Trisune be- 
lieves is at this time the paramount need— 
the need on bebalf of the city, and before 
any final action is taken by the council, of 
eminent engineéring and legal advice.

Bichloride of mercury is 
far léss amenable to antidotes than carbolit 
acid. 

An ordinance restricting the sale of this 
bichloride except upon the order of a physi- 
cian would not interfere with legitimate 
home medication. Alcohol, peroxide of hy- 
drogen, boric acid are ample antiseptics for 
the lay medical chest. To guard against 
the mistaking of dangerous antiseptics, when 
procured on a physician’s order, for aspirin 
or any other cOmmon drug the wrapping of 
each individua] tablet in colored paper la- 
beled poison, as is done in European coun- 
tries, might well be made a legai require-

TYPHUS FEVER. 

T is only within comparatively recent 
years that typhus fever has been dis- 
tinguished from typhoid, although the 
etiology and epidemiology of the two 
diseases are widely different. Jenner 

eee between the two as early as 

Typhus fever is an acute infectious dis- 

ease of unknown origin. It ig highly con- 
tagious. and the contagion may be trans- 
mitted at any stage of the disease. The 
period of greatest danger is during the 
beginning of the disease and when the fever 
is the highest. 

typhus fever usually occurs in epidemics, 

but it may become endemic. Epidemics of 
typhus fever ‘have been recorded in cou- 
siderable numbers. ‘They occur usually 
during periods of famine and during and 
following wars. When large epidemics 
occur there is usually more or less dysen- 
tery and scurvy as a complication. 


oe - 


The history of the disease, according to 
Hirsch, shows that it may occur in any 
country, While most cases of typhus occur 
in the winter and spring seasons, it may 
occur at any season. Epidemics, however, 
are less prevalent in warmer weather. 

Typhus fever .attacks all races. It is 
usually more prevalent in males and j- 
creases with age, from childhood to aboet 
50. There are predisposing and active 
causes of the disease. The predisposing are 
such insanitary conditions as overcrowd- 
ing, bad ventilation, filth, and general de- 
bility. The cause of the disease seems to 
exist in the secretions and excretions of 
ithe dy and the ewxhalations from the 
lungs. It probably is found on the skin also. 


—-_- 


The contagion may be carried by the 
clothing or furniture, and is capable of re- 
taining its pathogenic properties many 
months. It is also transmitted though the 
air. It can be transmitted by breathing 
the air contaminated with the poison. 

Anderson, in a recent issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association, calls 
attention to the fact that many times the 
disease is. not recognized, and that probably 
more deaths occur from this disease than 
appear on record. To confirm the diagnosis, 
he suggests the inoculation of guinea pigs 
with blood taken from suspected cases. 

According to Anderson, there were 
twenty-two deaths from typhus in Chicago 
during the year of 1912. He does not think, 
however, that these figures are correct, as 
they were arrived at from a method adopted 
by Lee of Boston, and are at wide variance 
from the facts found to exist in some of the 
hospitals in Brooklyn and New York.

Is there any body, 
state or United States health departments, or 
the interstate commerce commission, with 
authority and responsibility in the matter? 

hed @ recent experience showing that, 
whatever the law is, the public is outrageous- 
ly exposed. I took the Dixie Flyer at Jack- 
sonville, Pia. for Chicago on May 16. I 
hed section 8 in car 21 @ame on car Deer 
Park). I found a man in the last stage of 
consumption in section &@ He was so far 
gone as to be unable to get up or down, or 
move without assistance. His wife wes with 
bim, They were of the ordinary, ignorant 
class, without regard for proper precautions. 
I insisted on a change of my berth and was 
moved to No. 1, inthe farend ofthecar. The 
patient's wife slept in the berth with him. 
He remained in his berth during the day, 
except when his wife got him out to sit sup- 
ported by pillows in berth 10, opposite his. 
This berth belonged to a young lady under 
20 years old and alone. The tubercular peo- 
ple used her section all day and she sat with 
other ladies. She and a lady near the people 
said the woman had an old grip filled with 
dirty rags and sputum. The woman came to 
the young lady and wanted to borrow her 
drinking cup with which to give her husband 
a drink! When thé porter began making up 
berths I went to the young lady and asked 
her if the conductor or porter had changed 
her section. She said ‘No.’ I told her she 
should mot occupy that berth and the porter 
finally gave her an upper in a section occu- 
pied by a lady she had become acquainted 
with. This will not be new to you, butitis 
a good gample of conditions. For two nights 
and a day people were shut in with this un- 
fortunate man in the last stage of that hor- 
rible disease and most dangerous because of 
an utter lack of care and cleanliness. From 
inquiries of railroad men I believe that car 
went right out again with no disinfecting 
Some one doubtless occupied the tubercular 
patient's berth with almply a change of 
sheets.’’ 

Dr. Thomas R. Crowder, superintendent of 
eanitation of the Pullman company, writes: 
“Replying to your letter of May 2 con- 
cerning car Deer Park, leaving Jacksonville, 
Fla. for Chicago on the Dixie Flyer, May 16, 
this car as well as all other Pullman cars 
in this train was fumigated on its arrival in 
Chicaga May 18. Succeeding the fumigation 
all of these cars were thoroughly cleaned.” 

COMMENT. 

The public health service le giving some study to 
hygiene of sanitafion problems, The interstate 
ecommerée commission has never gone so far as 
would be necessary to meet this question.

the tastes and wishes of his consort anc of 
himself. It is a gift which is calculated to 
prove a profitable investment to Santander, 
since it cannot fail to have the effect of at- 
tracting thither during the summer the vari- 
ous members of the government and the 
dignitaries of the court, as.well as those 
members of the aristocracy and of society 


"who love to bask itn the sunshineof royalty. 


The people of Santander first became im- 
bued with the idea through the frequency of 
King Alfonso’s visits, through his manifest 
liking for the city and its inhabitants, and 
above all, by his delightin the regattas which 
are among the most popular features of the 
place. Of late years the king has taken an 
active part in all these maritime sports, in- 
variably sailing his own boat, carrying off 
many a prize, and incidentally rendering 
Santander quite as important as the head- 
quarters of yachting in Spain as Cowes is in 
Great Britain and Kie! is in Germany, 

—~o>- 

‘Santander has been on many occasions the 
object of royal favor, since Emperor Charles 
V. landed there in 1523 to take possession of 
the throne of Spain, and since the ill fated 
Charles Il. of England embarked there on his 
return home with Duke “ Steenie’”’ of Buck- 
ingham, after his fruitless and somewhat 
romantic trip to Madrid in search of a royal 
wife. And it has been the recipient of many 
queer prerogatives and privileges. About 
eighteen years ago the iower part of the city 
was almost entirely destroyed, through. the 
explosion of the steamer Cabo Mathichaco, 
laden with 1,700 cases of dynamite. 

The harbor, or rather bay, is much more 
spacious and finer than that of San Sebastian, 
and affords unrivaled conditions for yacht- 
ing, without confronting the dangers of that 
storm swept sea, evilly known to mariners 
as the Bay of Biscay. 

Of course Santander’s gain means San 
SeBastian’s loss. At San Sebastian, wherethe 
king and queen have hitherto been accus- 
timed to spend the summef, they have no 
resicence of their own and are the guests 
of his mother, Queen Coiristina, at her cha- 
téau of Miramar, which is not by any means 
a large or pretentious establishment. Chris- 
tina built it when the king was in his chi!d- 
hood and his sisters young girls. Even then 
it was necessary to lodge most of the digni- 
taries of the royal household fn hotels and 
private houses, leased for the purpose, in the 
town of San Sebastian. Now that King 
Alfonso has several! children of his own. the 
fifth having been born last week at La Granja, 
Miramar has become much too smal! for the 
royal family, especially when the party is 
supplemented by the six chilcren of his two 
dead sisters. Moreover, the public gambling

King  Alfonso's bestowal of the title of 
marquis upon Ris recently appointed ambas- 
sador to France, Don Ramirez de Villa Urri- 
tla, who spent a portion of his diplomatic 
Career, at Washington, and who was 
until ‘three months ago his  sover- 
elgn's representative in London, recalis the 
fact that marquisates were unknown in Spain 
prior to the advent of the Bourbens to the 
throne of that kingdom, at the beginning of 
the elghteenth century. The first of the 
Bourbon rulers of Spain was, however, libera! 
in the distribution of this particular grace of 
nobility, and during the reign of Isabella II 
there were at one time as many as 900 mar- 
quesses, the number having since been con- 
siderabiy reduced, owing to the severity with 
which the heavy succession taxes on titles 
have been enforced during the last twent) 
years; in fact, since the death of Alfonso XTI 

When the Hapsburges ruled in Spain the 
principal titles were dukes, and more espe- 
clally counts, and prior to Emperor Charles 
V. of that dynasty, there were no titles but 
that of count. Indeed, the majority of the 
feudal nobles and possessors of fiefs were 
known ‘merely as sefior, or lord, the most 
important of them being popularly described 
as ricos hombes, which may be translated ar 
“rich men.’ It was from among these ricos 
hombes that Emperor Charles V. selected his 
twelve grandees, or peers, when he created 
the grandezza, and ever one of them received 
the title of duke, with the exception of the 
Marquis of Astorga.

HERE. 

Chicago, June 22.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~—As the encampment of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard is to take place next month, 
I would like to offer a suggestion. Would 
it not be proper to have some of the annual 
encampments locally, so that the citizens of 
Chicago could judge of the worthiness or 
unworthiness of the citizen soldiery? I have 
been a member of a local regiment for a 
number of years. and the nearest camp we 
have had to Chicago was at Elgin. 

The camping ground at Springfield ts ter- 
rifically hot in July and August. Of course 
one of the tests of good soldiering is to be 
able to withstand climatic rigo:s; but there 
is no need of subjecting practically raw men 
to such conditions, unless preparing them 
for actual service. There could be found 
ideal camping grounds within a radius of, 
say, ten miles from the city limits, in prac- 
tically any direction. The present tour of 
duty, constituting as it does only eight days, 
is hardly sufficient for the men to attain 
even to the rudiments of military life—viz.: 
the manual of arms. What is needed is an 
annual tour of, say, four weeks. In that 
time a fair measure of military proficiency 
can be attained.

Present. 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—An adequate 
American navy means a fleet second only to 
that of Great Britain, and “‘ inadequacy is 
an invitation to war’’ in the opinion of Ad- 
miral Dewey, ranking naval officer of the 
United States. 

“TI believe it is the duty of each genera- 
tion to pay its own insurance and not to 
thrust its burdens on the generations that 
tome after, and the insurance for peace is a 
havy strong enough to compel it,” the ad- 
mmiral says in an article written for the pro- 
gram for navy day at Newport, R. I., July 2, 
and made public today. 

* The only function and justification for the 
existence of a navy is the preservation of 
peace,”” he continues, “To perform this 
function the navy must be adequate; and, 
though so much discussed in these recent 
times, the word ‘adequate’ as applied to 
the navy has only one meaning, and that is 
an ‘adequate navy’ is a navy of a strength 
sufficient to meet and defeat any probable 
enemy. * : | 


Varies with Others’ Power. 

“This strength is not absolute, but is rela- 
tive and varies from period to period as the 
other naval powers of the world vary their 
haval strengths. At the present period's 
‘adequacy ’ on our part calls fora navy sec- 
ond in sirength only to that of England. 

* We ourselves, through lack of foresight of 
our fathers and forefathers, paid the penalty 
bf our generation in the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of lives, and our sons and grand- 
sons have been paying the costs of the billions 
of dollars wasted and the huncreds of mil- 
lions in pensions for which they were mort- 
gaged, and they still continue to pay. 


Paying Debts of Fathers. 

"We are paying today for the navy, as an 
fnsurance which does not insure us, roughly 
$1.50 per capitaayear. Besides what already 
has been paid in lives and money, we are 
etill: mortgaged, by lack of foresight in our 
fathers, to the extent of the national debt 
and the additional $1.80 per capitaa year that 
we are paying in pensions. 

“Shall our lack of foresight continue this 
gyetem of mortgaging the coming genera- 
tions or shall we add the relatively small sum 
needed to the insufficient insurance we all pay 
to make that insurance adequate?’ 


GROCER HELD AS SLAYER.

Anthony Bavacqua, a grocer at 210 West 
Twerty-second place, was held to the grand 
jury yesterday on the charge of murdering 
Salvatore Costanza of 280 West Twenty-fifth 
street, who died in the People’s hospital yes- 
terday morning after being shot Monday. 
Bavacqua admitted doing the shooting, al- 
leging self-defense. He'’was attacked by 
Costanza, he says, when he attempted to col- 
iect a grocery bill. The shooting was heard 
by Detectives Hellmer and Bywater of the 
Twenty-second street police, who arrested 
Bavacqua, who still had the revolver in his 
vand.

May Proclaim Higher Duties. 

The Aldrich law grants the president power. 
to increase by 25 per cent all duties on goods 
coming from. a country~ discriminating 
against American products. The Democrats 
have arranged for retaliation in another way. 
The committee’s amendment provides that 
if any’ country shall discriminate against 
American importations then the president by 
proclamation shall substitute higher dutlés 
upon any or all of the following articles, as 
prescribed: 

Fish, 1 cent a pound} coffee, 8 cents a pound; 
tea, 10 cents a pound; om the following ar- 
ticles, one and one-fourth times the rate 
apecified: Earth, stone, and china ware, ex- 
pressed oils, lemons, cheese, wines of all 
kinds, malt Mquors, knitted goods, silk. 
dresses and silk goods, leather gloves, laces, 
embroideries, toys, jewelry, and precious, 
semi-precious, and imitation precious stones; 
on the following articles, in addition to the 
Cuties specified, the following G@uties:' On 
sugar, tank bottoms, sirup of cane juice, and 
molasses not above 75 degrees, 0.15 cent a 
pound, and for every additional degree 0.01 
on molasseas above 
76 degnees, 2 cents a gallon. On all wool and 
wool wastes the retaliatory duty will be 15 
per cent. 

Hope for Sugar Forces, 

These provisions are a matter of satisfac- 
tion to the sugar and wool men, who hope 
through them to secure the protection for 
which they are fighting.

Portugal.

This is the first word I have said on this 
subject in any’ way, and I take pleasure 
in assuring my critics that I have always

One of the examples cited was a white man, 
46 years of age, now in the Michigan City 
prison, who has committed bigamy twice and 
forgery three times. The forgeries in each 
instance were ordination papers permitting 
him to preach, but in each instance he was 
discovered and deposed by his ecclesiastical 


associates, 

“Treatment is difficult,” concluded Dr. 
Bowers, “as the crime now regulates the term 
of imprisonment, not the needs of the crim- 
inal.” 

He recommended the isolation of incurable 
mental defectives and sterilization.
